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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1955. 

The  year  1955  has  been  a  satisfactory  year. 

The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  and  this,  coupled  with  a  fall  in 
the  birth-rate,  suggests  that  there  is  immigration  into  Stokesley  Rural  District.  This 
immigration  of  people  from  the  surrounding  industrial  areas  is  an  indication  that  people 
prefer  to  live  and  bring  families  up  in  the  purer  atmosphere  of  more  rural  surroundings. 
The  birth-rate  is  lower  than  for  1954,  but  there  is  also  an  appreciable  lowering  of  the 
infantile  mortality  a  very  good  social  sign.  The  infantile  mortality,  at  26.2  per  1,000 
related  live  births,  is  much  better  than  the  figure  for  the  previous  year,  and  although 
higher  than  the  national  average,  the  difference  is  not  great.  The  death  rate  again  is 
lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year  and  also  lower  than  the  national  death  rate.  The 
causes  of  death  are  listed  and  show  the  usual  patterns  of  present  day  conditions — diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  predominate  as  one  would  expect  with  a  population 
living  to  a  longer  average  age. 

There  was  an  increase  of  notifiable  disease,  largely  caused  by  an  increased 
measels  epidemic  —  243  cases  out  of  a  total  of  335  notified  cases  of  all  kinds.  There 
were  9  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  as  against  11  in  1954,  and  one  death  as  against 
4.  This  is  a  satisfactory  condition  in  view  of  the  increased  facilities  available  for  early 
diagnosis. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district  continued  to  show  progress.  The 
water  supplies  were,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  Sewerage  schemes  for  several  villages 
named  in  the  report  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry  will 
sanction  these  schemes  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  near  future. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  Stokesley  Rural  District  was  considered  by 
the  Council.  A  programme  covering  the  next  five  years  was  agreed  upon,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  in  spite  of  present  site  difficulties,  the  programme  will  be  completed  in 
the  time.  The  Council  is  implementing  the  recommendation  for  the  improvement  of 
properties  and  steady  use  of  the  grants  by  property  owners  is  being  maintained. 

The  operation  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  by  the  Council  has  proved  satisfactory 
and  full  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  published  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  due  to  come 
into  operation  in  1956,  will  it  is  hoped,  assist  the  Public  Health  Department  to  ensure 
cleaner  and  safer  handling  of  food  and  improve  the  standards  of  food  premises.  The 
Regulations  will  be  welcomed  as  a  further  step  forward  in  the  protection  of  the  health 
of  the  people. 
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This  introduction  to  the  Annua!  Report  would  not  be  complete  were  I  to  fail 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.  I  must 
also  thank  all  the  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year  and 
principally  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  always  given  of 
their  best.

1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby,  and  in  the  subsequent  details  of  connections  are  shown  as 
Turkey  Nab  and  Mere  Beck. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  is  shown  as  the  Scugdale  Supply,  and 
the  third  system  of  supply  is  Kildale  Village. 

During  periods  of  “  peak  draw  ”  however,  certain  high  spots  and  properties  at 
the  end  of  mams  were  without  water  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  deliver  water  by 
motor  waggon. 

Negotiations  and  agreement  have  been  made  with  Northallerton  and  District 
Water  Board  through  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  Council  to  take  a  bulk  supply 
from  their  mains  at  West  Rounton. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  supply  to  the  water  tower  at  Hutton  Rudby  (50,000  gallon 
capacity)  will  enable  top  level  to  be  maintained  at  all  times,  and  thus  obviate  the  serious 
shortage  already  mentioned. 

Complaints  have  been  received  that  the  supply  to  Great  Ayton  and  Stokesley, 
served  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  is  insufficient,  pressures  fall  rapidly  during 
certain  times  of  the  day.  , 

The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  have  prepared  a  scheme  which  includes  the 
laying  of  new  mains  between  Ormesby  Bank,  Marton  Moor,  Great  Ayton  and  Stokesley, 
and  have  requested  a  contribution  from  this  Council.  The  necessary  application  to  the 
Ministry  for  grant  and  loan  sanction  has  been  made.

PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

The  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  Kirby  and  Great 
Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Seamer,  Yarm  and  Ingleby  Greenhow, 
for  which  application  for  provisional  allocation  of  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  have  already  been  made,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry. 

All  these  villages  are  on  a  public  piped  water  supply  and  the  sewerage  con¬ 
ditions  have  been  the  subject  of  adverse  reports  for  many  years.  It  is  hoped  that 
substantial  grants  will  be  made  available  and  sanctions  given  for  the  schemes  to  go 
ahead  to  relieve  the  danger  of  public  health,  and  also  improve  the  amenities  of  these 
villages. 
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(iii)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  : 


The  Council  have  again  continued  their  offer  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  up  to 
£8.  to  property  owners  for  converting  pail  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets,  and  in 
the  parishes  where  sewers  and  drains  are  available,  there  has  been  a  steady  progress  as

(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 


The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  four  Karrier  C.K.3.  10  cu.yard  refuse  collection  vehicles 
with  one  additional  vehicle  in  reserve.  These  vehicles  are  fitted  with  double  cabs  for 
the  transport  of  loaders. 

Besides  the  drivers  a  crew  of  three  loaders  is  normally  carried.  A  weekly 
collection  of  bins  and  pans  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district.  The  service  was  re¬ 
organised  during  the  year  to  ensure  a  satisfactory  working.

DISPOSAL  : 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  two  tips,  one  at  Quarry  Hill 
Farm,  Nunthorpe,  which  was  a  dis-used  whinstone  quarry.  This  has  been  a  most 
valuable  tip  and  it  has  now  been  in  use  for  over  twenty  years  but  I  regret  that  a  fresh 
site  will  have  to  be  chosen  in  the  near  future. 

The  second  tip  is  a  dis-used  sand  tip  between  Newby  and  Seamer,  this  also  will 
soon  be  full  and  a  fresh  tip  required. 

In  a  Rural  area  such  as  this,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  suitable  tips  at  points  of 
disposal  which  would  be  economical  in  the  running  of  vehicles,  and  the  cost  of  collection 
is  increased  owing  to  the  long  hauls  to  disposal  points.

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS. 

During  the  year  2  licences  have  been  issued  to  retailers  of  ice  cream.  In  both 
instances  the  premises  have  been  inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  is  that  the 
ice  cream  is  pre-packed  and  is  sold  from  approved  refrigerated  cabinets. 

There  are  2  registered  manufacturers  in  the  area. 
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(c)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION  : 

As  detailed  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Council  operated  five  public  slaughter¬ 
houses.  These  were  taken  over  by  agreement  for  a  nominal  sum  of  £1.  per  year  until 
31st  July,  1957. 

The  management  was  vested  for  public  slaughtering  facilities  with  the  present 
occupiers,  these  occupiers  operating  their  premises  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  fees 
agreed  by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  :  occupiers  would  also  receive  all  fees 
payable  for  the  use  of  their  premises. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  system  is  working  admirably,  the  siting  of  the 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  has  been  satisfactory,  both  to  the  butchers  and  to  the 
Inspectors  for  convenience,  and  full  co-operation  has  been  met.  100%  inspection  has 
been  carried  out. 

From  the  following  tables  it  will  be  obvious  that  additional  work  and  duties, 
much  of  which  is  outside  office  hours,  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors.  In  all, 
1143  inspections  have  been  made  and  details  of  animals  inspected  are  shown  in  the 
following  tables.

There  are  54  licensed  premises  in  the  area. 

Owing  to  increased  road  travel,  motorists,  cyclists  and  bus  parties,  the  use  of 
the  “  Country  Pub  ”  has  been  greatly  increased  and  there  has  certainly  been  a  change 
and  improvement  in  the  amenities  offered. 

The  extension  of  essential  services  has  meant  that  piped  water,  electricity,  gas 
and  main  drainage  is  available  in  even  remote  places. 

This  has  enabled  improvements  to  be  carried  out  and  the  owners  have  been 
very  willing  to  raise  the  standards  of  their  premises. 

This  is  particularly  noticed  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  it  is  only  due 
to  lack  of  main  drainage  that  there  are  any  premises  still  on  the  conservancy  system. 

During  the  year,  reconstruction  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at 
six,  and  schemes  are  prepared,  or  in  hand,  for  three. 

Other  improvements  have  followed  with  the  provision  of  piped  water  and  now 
hot  water  is  available  for  washing  and  cleansing  of  glasses  and  equipment.
